BABY IS A CREATURE 


F HABITS 


ABY is nover too young to 
dovelop habits, ewhother 

they be good or bad, and it is 
the wise mother who realises 
that {t Is easter to prevent tho 
formation of a bad habit than to 
alter it. The child’s good health 
is definitely linked with healthy 
habits, so, from infancy, he 


_ ghould be helped to form the best 


‘and most useful once. . 


A bad habit in the child is 
often as much a fault of environ- 
ment as of training. Irritability 


‘ and inconsistency in the home 


arouse irritation and resistance 
on tho part of the child against 
training and management. A 
bad habit once formed by tho 
child cannot -be discarded, and 
a good one Installed, without a 
lot of understanding and handl- 
ing In a systematic way. 


Baby will in all probability be 
in the hands of a nurse for a 
fortnight or a month at the be- 
ginning of his life. How import- 
ant it is, then, that the nurses 
of the maternity hospital be 
well versed and trained in true 
mothereraft methods which deal 
with training baby along the 
correct lines right from birth. 
The’ infant. acquires knowledge 
in his receptive mind amazingly 
and quickly during tha first year 
of life, so training in habit for- 
mation should begin from the 
start. No use the mother think- 
ing that she will wait till baby 
underatands what she says be- 
fore training him. 


‘A bad habit is not cured by 


the mother “correcting” the child 
only. 
ing o new and better habit has 
to be given by*the mother, and 
never should a bad habit be ex- 
cused by saying “He will grow 
out of it when he is older!” Bad 
habits sre only -weakening . for 
the child, physically and morally, 


Often a difficult:.child is merely-. 


the outcome of ‘the mismanage- 
ment and Irtegularity during his 
early life, causing confusion and 
lack of confidence around him. 
The new-born baby possesses the 
instincts of sucking, swallowing, 
and crying, but his memory, at- 
tention, will, and -judgment. are 
yot in abeyance, and have to be 
gradually established as he be- 
comes independent. He ts born 
withoyt habits; therefore it {s 
_for the mother or both parents 
to train him so that he acquires 
good habits resulting in good 
health and happiness. : 


The habit of. obedience is be- 


gun early in fe by insisting on 


regularity in eating and sleeping, 
and a child is never too young 
to be taught that the entire 
houschold {s not at his beck and 
call. : i 


’ Correct training for a definite 
aim produces a dofinite response 
ond automatic obed{ence, 
thus will a habit be Ingrainod 
with far-reaching effects on the 
health-and conduct of the indi- 
vidual throughout life.

To be afraid to assert boldly 
that one is ‘not a victim of 
superstition suggests that one is 
afraid that perhaps, after all, 
there is something in it, and

that the powers of evil will have 
their revenge. : 

Most people are very naturally 
apprehensive about the unknown, 
and particularly about the great 
mystery of death. 

Such moderate apprehension 
is compatible with sound reli- 
gious faith, What is not com- 
patible with faith is surrender 
of one’s will to a belief in utter- 
ly frrational notions concerning 
the super-natural. 

A youth may feel reasonably 
fearful as he enters the room in 
which he is. to'sit for an im- 
portant examination. What would, 
be entirely unreasonable would 
be for him to .take with him 
that - most prized talisman of 
the superstitious, a piece of 
hangman's rope by which a man 
had been executed. 


_ Denial 


To put one’s trust in auch 
things comes very near to being 
a denial of God's Providence, 
just nos it denotes an extra- 
ordinarily unworthy conception 
of the ways of God to believe 
that He warns us of approach- 
ing death in the household by 
causing a picture to fall to the 
floor. 

As.you read this you probably 
agree with me. Yet so queerly 
rooted jn our consciousness are 
some of these misdirected be- 
liefs that if to-night in ‘your 
house .a picture fell to the 


ground with a thud the proba- ° 


bility is that you would be just 
the least bit disturbed, even if 
outwardly you pooh-poohed the 
notion that’ the accident boded 
any ill. ’ 


Just In Case 

It is much the same with 
walking under Jadders. IT am 
sure that most people avoid do- 
ing so merely to feel on the safe 
side, as it were "— just in case 
there is something in it. 

The rational reason for not 
walking under a ladder is gen- 
erally ‘on account of what ia in 


Not long ago in the Strand 
there was a tall Indder set up 
against one of the buildings.

men to perpetrate cruel | and 
horrible injustices, such as the 
burning of witches, though oc- 
casionally we hear of dreadful 


“survivals. of that sort. 


Cry Of The Soul 


To me it always seems tiat 
superstition of the modern sort 
is a pitiful cry of the soul of 
man for something outside him- 
self to which he can pin his 


trust. 


You may, perhaps, even 
argue, as does a distinguished 
Jesuit priest, that superstition 
has often helped to keep alive a 
belief in the hereafter, and that 
it has impressed upon mankind 


’ the conviction that there is 


something more to live for than 
what is found in the material 
world around us. 

If you must admit that. you 
are superstitious, why not go-n 
step further and ask yourself 
honestly whether such irrational 
belief in the unknown is not a 
challenge to a nobler belief in 
the loving care of the Almighty

: HE King’s Birthday Parade 
, which wags held at the 
Valley last Tuesday is likely 
to become historical for several 
reasons, It was the first parade 
of its kind since the. accession 
of King Edward, and was there- 
fore a unique occasion. Secondly, 
the St. John Ambulance Brigade, 
the Hong Kong Police Force, 
the Police Reserve and a Chin- 
ese detachment of the Naval Vo- 
lunte orce took part for the 
first: time in a review of 

kind. And finally, the number 
of spectators was unusually 
large.

London, Yesterday. 
Major. Tryon, the Postmaster- 
General, lost night announced that

The Drowned Man Who 


Lived - 


‘NE of the most notable cases 
of: resuscitation of 
drowned in the history of 
Coast Guard, was the restoration’ 
of Robert Mooney, a blacksmith 
of Wakefleld, Rhodé Island, July 4, 
1906. | 

Mooney and two other men were 
in a flat-bottomed skiff, under sail, 
when it capsized. The swinging 
boom hit Mooney on the head, 
knocked him unconscious and pitch- 
ed him headlong under the sail, 
which submerged. It wos 86 
minutes before his companions and 
Coast Guard ‘eurfmen  extricated 
him, oll of which time: he had 
beon under water. 

Coast Guard life savers -Im- 
mediately set to work and the first 
sign of life was obseryed an hour 
and twenty minutes later, whon & 
heated atone’ was applied to 
Moonoy’s bare fect. They kept up 
constant rubbing, artificial respira- 
tion and the application of heated 
stones to the extremities, armpits 
and over the heart, and 25 minutes 
later heart action began. Nino 
hours after the. accident, Mooney 
regained consciousness. :
